can stand before the squadron of Captain 
Sampson. 
Only two of the » Spanish ships 
nowon this side the Atlantic are good 
fighting craft, the Oquendo and Vizcaya 
They are first class and able to meet any 
tiling we have, numbers being equal. 
Fpain has two or three other so called 
cruisers at Havana or in Cuban waters, 
but they are small affairs or in such bad 
state of repair that they are not capable of 
offering any resistance at all to ships of 
lirst rate power. 
Then there are a lot of 
little gunboats, such as Spain has used in 
patrolling the coast of Cuba in a vain uf 
fort to catch filibuster expeditions. 
But 
these are not given a moment’s thought 
by our naval men, for every one of them 
would run to cover at the first approach of 
an enemy. 
How to take possession of Havana with­ 
out bombarding the city and thus inflict­ 
ing dreadful loss of life upon the inhabit­ 
ants as well as great destruction of prop 
erty is a problem which has bothered both 
our civil and military loaders.

such places. It is pointed out by our mod- 
icul men that away from these unsanitary 
cities the climate of Cuha is healthful and 
that our troops, with their good medical 
corps, their admirable sanitary arrange­ 
ments and with intelligence enough on 
the part of the individual soldiers to enable 
them to take care of themselves, ought not 
to suffer much. 
M ortality A m on g S p an ish Soldier» . 
There has been a great mortality among 
the soldiers sent out from Spain because 
they were for the most part young boys 
who did not understand how to take enro 
of their health. 
T h e y would eat to their 
fill of fruits, lie about in the hot sun and 
expect to keep well. 
Of course the fevers 
caught many of them. 
One difficulty about occupying Havana

The oath tha t the members of the 
Illinois Na tional Guard ha ve taken re­ 
quires them to support the constitution 
of the United Sta tes and of the Sta te o? 
Illinois, and to obey the orders of the 
Commander-in-Chief, and such other 
officers as may be placed over them. 
This, it is taken by most members of 
the guard, is enough to cover the case 
completely . 
It makes the Illinois Na t­ 
ional Guard part of the United States 
army , upon 
necessity , and gives its 
members no cha nce for argument. 
Col. I). V. Jackson, of the Second 
regiment low’a Na tiona l Guards, Mus­ 
catine, was asked about this very mat, 
ter a few day s ago. 
He is one of the 
brightest y oung military men in the 
west, and one of the best attorney s of 
Muscatine, and he takes the view tha t 
when 
the President of the United 
Sta tes tells the Sta te Militia to march 
at once to Cuba, march it is, and those 
commands ha ve nothing wha tever to 
do or to say bey ond implicit obedience. 
And this is the view of every man in 
the company at Dix on as far as can be 
learned.

COSTLY EXECUTIONS. 


Sills For Killing Criminals That Wer« 
Formerly Faid In Holland. 
E dam , in Holland, where the Dutch 
cheese comes from, has a m useum iff 
meal antiquities, and among the not 
least interesting of the ex hibits are the 
accounts of the m unicipal ex ecutioners 
during the eighteenth century, says the 
London Chronicle. 
One of these func­ 
tionaries, by nam e Vogel, presonfcs a do- 
tailed bill dated Dec. 19, 1713, in which 
lie sets forth a claim for fi florins for 
one decapitation aud 8 florins each f o ra 
sword and w in d in g sheet, with 3 florins 
14 cents for a coffin for tho decapitated 
one. His charge for hanging a crim inal 
was also (i florins, with the further a d ­ 
dition of 8 florins for “ cutting down 
an d impaling d i t t o . ” “ Breaking a man 
on the w he e l” w as a costlier lux ury 
and ran to 9 florins, while for “ supply­ 
ing nine new lashes for scourge” the 
charge was 27 florins. 
On the whole, 
however, Mr. Vogel 
was a moderate man in iiis charges or 
the value of hum a n life w e n t up a good 
deal in the nex t 60 years, for in the no 
less circum stantial accounts of Jo ha n n e s 
Ka, presented Aug. 1, 1794, we have a 
charge of 12 florins for “ going on board 
the Hans aud preparing instrum ents of 
to rture ,” w ith a lise charge for “ tor­ 
turing one person. ” But this m ust iiave 
been for the lesser torture only, as on 
Aug. 80 the same Johannes sends in a 
bill for “ torturing three persons at 75 
florins a 
he a d ” — total, 
225 
florins, 
while a few days later no less than 600 
florins is charged for “ hanging four 
persons a t 150 florins each, ” and for 
“ flogging two persons and burning a 
t hi r d ” ho ex acts 160 florins. 
Clearly 
considerations of economy, if not of hu 
inanity, m ust have tended toward the 
reform of the criminal code in Holland.
